A FIERCE STRUGGLE. 


Th« FIchttDE Square at Aim Klea, Where 
Heroic nuraaby fell. 


At it we went; the square was closed. 


I must acknowledge that our men were 
now mad. We all felt that we must 
fight for our lives. Retreat was not to 
be thought of; if we did so, where 
could we retreat to, cut off as we were 
from all support? If we did not.win 
the day we must leave our bones in the 
desert. 
The temper of our men 


mounted to the boiling pitch. Each 
man felt as if he must put forth the 
power of a giant, and as a conse- 
quence the butchery was terrible—none 
dared to flinch. Thus every man in 
the square had to do his duty, for while 
the inside resembled a volcano in act/ 
ire eruption, the outside or kneeling 
ranks had enough to do to keep the 
other Arabs at a, respectful distance. 
The fighting was literally back to back. 
Stabbing and gashing their horses, 
which were jammed in u mass, wo 
quickly brought them to the ground, 
riders and all, when the latter weie 
quickly dispatched by dozens of bayo- 
nets at once. The Arabs, being packed 
»o tightly together, could neither use 
their lances nor wield their scimitars 
without slashing each other, while wa 
did not cease onr lunging as long as 
one breathed. At last they weie wiped 
out, and again we faced outwaid and 
reopened fire, our weapons meanwhile 
dripping. 
Five times 
the 
enemy 


charged us with frantic cues and wav- 
ing banners, and as many times we 
poured in the murderous \ollcjs—no 
shots wasted. 


It was during one of tlic"sc charges 


that Colonel Burnaby, impalicnt at the 
restraint imposed on him, pushed his 
horse through the ranks of the roai 
face, and singling out an emir who was 
making himself disagreeably promi- 
nent, made a thrust at him, but w.i> 
rather short; the emir thrust in leturn 
with his lance, but Burnabj, with a 
sneer on his face, parried it easily. 
Two or three Arabs took a hand, but 
he disposed of them similaily. Itwa^ 
evident that he now intended to aston- 
ish them with his magnificent swoid- 
manship, as he gathered up his reins 
and tightened his grip on his sabot 
But at this juncture another rush was 
made, the Arabs surged around him, 
and before ho could tnrn au Arab 
thrust at him from behind, pieicinghis 
jugular vein lie reeled in tho saddle 
and fell, but spnnging lo his feet dj- 
ing though he was, ho delheiod one 
tiemeudoiis tut at ^mo dismounted 
Arabs nearest him with suc-h teniblr 
effect as to sever the heads from the 
shoulders of two of them 
As ln« 


dropped the Arabs (lo<-ed in to mutilate 
him, but a do/.cn men spuing from the 


I «[uare and toie his body from them 


AH this happened so quickly us to be- 
wilder the spectatois 


Ft might be asked whj it «.is that 


the men of the square did not shoot 
those to whom he was opposed. There 
are two answers: One was that owing 
to the velocity of his movements they 
were afraid of shooting him while aim- 
ing at his adversaries; the other was 
that those who knew him had such con- 
fidence in his ability that they did not 
like to lob him of his game, never 
thinking for a moment that the affair 
\\onld terminate as itdul. Meanwhile, 
Hie battle raged, the enemy came on 
like the waves, not to be duveu back, 
but to be beaten to the eai th. Horses and 
men, 
they were piled in mounds; in 


fact, the great number of their dead 
and wounded interfered with their 
movements, while the slightest delay | 
on their part insured cettam death, and I 
it was now noticed from their hesita- 
tion that they had lost heart 
As they 


came on for the last time, the front of ' 
their advance consisting entirely of , 
white-robed emirs and sheikhs shout- | 
ing, waving their banners and pointing 
, 


at us, '1 our machine guns opened a 
searching fire, supplemented by hand ! 
clap volleys from tho Martini-Henryb. | 
and when the smoke lifted not a live 
Arab was to be seen within five 
thousand 
yards — they 
were 
all 


stretched. 1 fear no contradiction 
wlio-n I venture to say that never since 
Agincourt, not even at Inkermann (the 
soldier's battle), has the Butish force 
fought so tcmblo a hand-to-hand bat- 
tle.—Cor Boston Commercial Bulletin.

etation of Iceland is chvaiIKh in appear- 
ance, trees fifteen in Uvititj feet iu 
height l>eing rare. Tliei e is "no iloubt, 
lion ever, that extensive toiusts once 
existed in the island. This is proved by 
the abundance ol log-wood. The for- 
ests that remain are mostly of birch, 
the trees being hardly latgcr than 
bushei. The dcci ease of woodland in 
Iceland is due not to any change of 
climate or volcanic outburst,, but to the 
destruction of tlie trees by the inhib- 
itnnts themselves, who wanted the 
wood to use as fuel and for othtn pur- 
poses.

Statt'i-Attorney Qrinnell's Brief—Mat- 


ter* of Fact and Law 


CHICAGO, March 
17.—Stated-Attorney 


QrinneH's brief m the Anarchist c.ises, 
lied in the Supreme Court last evening, 
consists of two volumes, one on the facts, 
the other on the law. The first volums 
contains three hundred and forty-two 
octavo pages. The teoond two hundred 
and Bve. The facts are recited at g real 
length. They have been published often 
enough to be omitted from a resume of the 
two briefs. 
In his brief on th» law, Mr. Grinnell 


starts with the general proposition "That 
tha death of Policeman Matthias J. t)3gan 
was murder resulting from H conspiracy 
to which ail of the plaintiff-*, in error, 
were parties; that its general object and 
design was the overthrow of the oxistmg 
social order and of the constituted author- 
ities of the law by force. The State's at-

COUNTRY BUTTER, 
of Ad*lo> Mr T*rm»n Owning Bnt 
» Small Number of Cotrt. 


Th« makers of bogus butter have al- 


WMS bad • strong point ia their favor 
in their war upon the dairymen in the 
fact that their simulated product was 
more agreeable to the senses than tbe 
common grades of butter, and was not 
so repulsive in its use as an article of 
food. It must be admitted that frejh 
butterine and margarine are free'from 
the serious objection which appertains 
to poor butter on account of ita rancid 
odor and disgusting taste, and are pre- 
sented to the public in a very agree- 
able form. This fact has given much 
advantage to the fraudulent butter- 
makers, and had they honorably and 
honestly pnt their products on, the 
market as what they really are, they 
would have met with no serious oppo- 
sition from the dairymen. On the other 
hand, they would have had such a 
market as they could have made for 
themselves without interference from 
any person. But even then they would 
have do doubt driven from the market 
that grade of butter which is known a» 
country store butter, and whict is 
necessarily put through a proceis of 
deodorizing, cleansing, mixing and 
milling before it can be offered for sale. 
This product is a stigma upon the dairy 
on account of ita wretched quality, but 
what is more it is a great Voss to the 
farmers who make it, for it is sold for 
one-half or less of the value of ordinary 
good farm dairy butter. It is a serious 
question, which should be well di3- 
cnssed for the benefit of those con- 
cerned, how this product can be bet- 
tered in quality and increased in value. 
It is made by those farmers who 
keep a few cows only and have 
not enough butter to pack into tuba in 
the usual manner and to store it until 
the fall. Two or three cows only are 
kept, and the butter from these, with 
the eggs from the poultry, are traded 
off at the country stores for the family 
groceries and some dry goods, shoes, 
etc. 
The store-keepers who handle 


this butter are to blame for much of its 
poor quality, for the reason that they 
pay no more for the good which comes 
in than for the worst, although they 
are careful to dispose of the best at 
higher prices to favored purchasers 
who ask to have it kept for them. 


The butter brought to the stores in 


rolls, or cakes, ia small quantities of a 
few pounds and varying from the pal- 
est yellow of the uncolored to the deep 
orange tinted of the high colored, is all 
mingled in amass until enough is accu- 
mulated to put it through the mill in 
which it is ground and squeezed into a 
thready, stringy condition t,o as to mix 
it sufficiently to get the color even. 
Tho butter is washed and resalted with 
a mixture of salt, saltpeter and sugar, 
or with some patent deodorizing sub- 
stance having borax for its basis, and 
is then packed for market. Perhaps 
this is the best that can be done with it, 
and the store-keeper who gets a fair 
profit on each side of the trade is satis- 
fied. But the farmers, who are the 
losers, should be informed how they 
may do better. Tho creamery system 
has worked a great and favorable 
change in this 
respect. 
Where a 


creamery has been established the 
farmers have doubled their income 
from their cows. Instead of getting 
ten to twelve cents or less a pound for 
their poor butter in trade they have re- 
ceived twenty or twenty-two, less the 
cost of collecting the cream and mak- 
ing the butter, in cash, and the 
difference 
in 
the 
income 
in 
a 


few 
years 
has 
lifted whole dis- 


tricts from poverty to comfort and 
even affluence. 
Clearly the introduc- 


tion of tho creamery system is one w#y 
out of this poor store butter business. 
Another way out of it is for the farm- 
ers to read and study the art of making 
butter. Then to provide better facilities 
for caring for the cows, milk and 
cream, and to adopt the best methods 
of making butter. 
System is the great 


thing wanted, from the stable to the 
churn. System in feeding and manag- 
ing the COWB; systematic cleanliness; a 
^ood system of setting the milk aud 
keeping cream in a clean, cool dairy, 
and regularity in churning, with a per- 
feel system of keeping up or down the 
temperature. 


When by perseverance ia this new 


way good butter is made, in a regular 
stated 
quantity the 
year 
round, 


private purchasers, some families in the 
village, should be secured who are 
always ready to take very eagerly the 
good butter brought to them on a stat- 
ed day in stated quantity every week, 
so that the supply can be relied upon 
constantly, and are willing to pay 
twice as much in cash as the store pays 
in trade for it. This the writer knows 
may be done, for he has passed through 
this experience, having climbed the 
ladder of the dairy from the lowest 
rung, which is the village store, to a 
considerably higher one where private 
families were willing to pay 25, 60, and 
at last 65 and 75 cents a pound for 
their regular weekly supply delivered 
on a certain day every week in the 
year. The way out of the store DUSK 
ness may be slow but it is sure if it is 
followed patiently aud with a will to 
learn and a determination to succeed.
